Everybody recognizes tho fact 
that 


business if unprececlently dull and money 
unusually scarce in Nevada. Thia un- 
pleasant condition of affairs is attributed 
to the decline in the price of silver, 
which ia the principal product of Nevada. 
Til is decline is due to legislation -which 
degraded silver from a precious metal, a 
position which it had been accorded 
through all the ages of the world of 
which there is record, to a commodity 
like lend or iron with no fixed value, as 
compared with gold. 
To secure the re 


peal of this hostile legislation has been 
the avowed aim anJ object of every Ne- 
?adan for years. Democrats and Kspub 
licans have vied witli each other in pro- 
claiming devotion to the silver cause. 
The Democrats alleged in the face of the 
fact that Cleveland had written a letter 
against 
free coinage, that the Demo 


cratic party believed in the money of the 
constitution, namely gold and

oixriilidate for Piesident, au il the election 
of a United titittis Sun'itnr nntl a Repre- 
sentative who \\ill be in accord with the

This can bo accomplished 


w.thotu difficulty if all are sincere who 
say they tavor freo coinage. A unani- 
mous vote for electors, Senator 
and 


liuprescuttktiveou a free coinnge platfonu 
would prove to the people of tho East, 
\vlio want legislation f'uvorablo to their 
varied industries while opposing any 
legislation that ht'.s a tendency to benefit 
ours, that wo ure in sober earnest nud 
willing to sink paity and personal prrju 
dices for the good of the State. 


Why should not every Republican, 


Democrat, Silver party and People's 
party man assist in accomplishing thia 
result and thia year sink the partisan in 
tho patriot? 
Everybody who cares for 


the welfuie of the State should be willing 
to maku some concussions, and if the 
few Hnnison men and Cleveland men 
in the State will meet the Silver men 
hulf way fiee coinage electors, Senator 
and Congressman can be unanimously 
elected.

A W.-nderfol Carpet* 


There will be on view ia the after- 


noons of the next few daya what may 
probably without any exaggeration be 
called, the finest Persian carpet in the 
world. This is the Holy Carpet of the 
Mosque of Ardebil in Persia—a carpet 
which for size, beauty, condition and 
authenticated age is entirely unrivaled 
by any known example. 


The dimensions of the carpet are 84 


feet 6 inches by 17 feet 6 inches. The 
ground of the body of the fabric la of a 
rich blue, covered with a floral tracery 
of exquisite delicacy and freedom of 
treatment. A center medallion of pale 
yellow terminates on ita outer edge in 
sixteen minaret shaped points, from 
which spring sixteen cartonches—four 
green, four red and eight cream; and 
from two of these again are, as it were, 
suspended and hanging' in the direction 
of the respective ends of the carpet, two 
of the sacred lamps of the mosque. Bat 
the most extraordinary detail of all ia 
the pale cream wartouche placed within 
the border at the top end of the carpet, 
bearing its inwoven inscription, which 
is thus translated: "I have no refuge in 
the world other than thy threshold. 
My head has no protection other than 
thy porchway. The work of the slave 
of this Holy Place, Maksoud of Eashan, 
in the year 942." 


Now 942 of the Hegira is 1535 of our 


era; so that the carpet was actually in 
existence, in the mosque of the sacred 
city of the' Suffavian dynasty, at the 
time when Queen Elizabeth sent An- 
thony Jenkinson on an embassy to Shah 
Tamasp. It need not be said that carpets 
thus signed and dated are extremely 
rare, and are historically important as 
forming the points de repere for the 
students of oriental art.—London Times. 


The Lnrg-evt Aerolite. 


What is believed to be the largest 


aerolite ever known to hare fallen is ly- 
ing in the Caspian sea, a short dis- 
tance from the peninsula of Apsheron. 
The aerolite made a terrific noise as it 
rushed through the air with incredible 
epeed, and the white hot mass made a 
light that illuminated the country and 
sea about for a great distance. Those 
who saw it were were struck dumb with 
consternation. 
When it struck tho 


water immense clouds of atoam arose, 
and the hissing could be heard for a 
great distance. Huge masses of water 
were thrown upward, and the sight to 
those who were not frightened was a 
"most beautiful one. 


• So enormous is the aerolite that it 
projects twelve feet above the water, 
and save for its fused black crust, which 
gives it the appearance of having been 
varnished, it has every appearance of be- 
ing one of the usual rocky formations 
met with along the coast. Sciantisti 
are deeply interested in the phenomenon, 
and a number of them are making 
preparations to visit the peninsula to 
examine the aerolite.—Cable Letter.

Tlie Trimtillion of Klertrlcal Tlioories. 
To the question, ""Whatis electricit}-?" 


which is often asked, no absolute and 
satisfactory answer has yet been fonnrt 
Notwithstanding the wonderful develop- 
ment of electrical applications, elec- 
tricians are still feeling their way as to 
tho nature and many of tho principles 
of the operation of the mighty force that 
they are learning to control. This was 
suggestively shown by a remark made 
by the vice president of tho American 
institute of electrical engineers at the 
annual convention of that body. 


The speaker claimed that the present 


theories of ejectricity should be regard- 
ed merely as stepping stones to more 
comprehensive and satisfactory ones. 
He contended that modern theories of 
electrical phenomena, if adopted as an 
absolute framework of all our knowl- 
edge of these subjects, may, in a few 
years, become prison bars that will pre- 
vent the mind from making a free and 
unprejudiced investigation of new theo- 
ries and new phenomena, and giving 
due weight and significance in the gen- 
eral science of electricity to the results 
obtained by the most recent experiment- 
ers.—St, Louis Globe-Democrat. 


What a Flood Leaves Beuincl. 


The worst feature of a flood is the fact 


that the river is apt to leave a deposit of 
sand, varying in thickness from one inch 
to ten feet, over a large extent of land 
that was formerly fertile. In the flood 
of 1858 a great many farmers in the 
American Bottom on going back to their 
premises afber the subsidence of the 
waters, foiind their property covered 
with river sand in beds so thick that 
two or three years elapsed before good 
crops could be raised.—St. Louis Globe-

Arizona'* Great Irrigation Canal. 


Yuma's great canal is the most gigantic 


irrigation enterprise as yet taken in hand 
in Arizona. To tunnel through a hill or 
mountain side so as to take the water of 
the Colorado without damming the 
stream, which is the present plan and 
that recommended by the English irri- 
gation engineers, then to bring the water 
down on both sides of the river, with an

Legends about the Etruscans are nu- 


merous, but even with them and the nu- 
merous Etruscan inscriptions in the 
hands of scholars, the race to which they 
belonged, their language and history, ar* 
still an unsolved problem. Mr, Charles 
Godfrey Leland is about to make an im- 
portant contribution to the literature of 
the subject in a voluminous work on 
Etruscan legends.

Etruscan country, wandering among the 
peasants and collecting their stories. 
Their customs and superstitions data 
back to the old heathen times, and devi] 
worship and the most primitive beliefs 
prevail among them even down to the 
present time. 


Digging Old Bones in London. 


The digging up of mammoth remains 


in the heart of London seems incongru- 
ous, yet this has just been done by tho 
workmen on a sewer, who at tho depth 
of twenty-two feet from the surface 
came upon remains of a mammoth and 
other prehistoric animals. Two large 
tusks were met with lying near together, 
along with other bones belonging to tho 
same animal, A portion of one of these 
tusks was brought to the surface and it 
was found to measure at its thickest
